Commission Dropped. 

Washington, June 12.—Mr. Outhwaite ask- 
ea unanimous consent for the consideration 
oc a bill in aid of the National Home for 
aged and infirm colored people in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. The bill appropriates 
$100,000 out of the moneys due the estates 
of deceased colored soldiers transferred to 
the freedmen’s bureau and later deposited 
in tbe United States treasury. 

Mr. Murray, the colored republican mem- 
ber from South Carolina, supported the bill, 
but intimated that he wanted the remainder 
of the unclaimed fund in-~ the treasury, 
amounting to about 3400,000, set apart to 
found industrial training schools for the 
education of cc’ored youth. 

Amendments by Mr. Cannon, of Illinois, 
as amended by Mr. Sayers, of Texas, were 
agreed to, providing that the institution 
should not, at any time, become a charge 
upon the treasury of the United States, and 
making the entire expense of the home a 
charge upon the revenues of the district. 
The latter was adopted only after a yea and 
nay vote—113 to 107. 

Mr. DeArmond, of Missouri, 
commit the bill to the committee on 4Ap- 
propriations. Lost. On the passage of the 
bill, the house divided in its favor—102 to 29. 
Mr. DeArmond made the point of no quo- 
rum, and Mr. Outhwaite asked for a vote 
by yeas and-nays. This resulted, yeas, 147; 
nays 62; present and not voting, 2. So the 
bill was passed. 

A bit of hard experience, which was not 
greatly alleviated by the action of the 
house, was brought to its attention by Mr. 
Hooker, o” Mississippi. He called up a bill 
for the relief of Benjamin F. Jones. It ap- 
peared from the report that Mr. Jones was 
postmaster at Beauregard, Miss., when, 
on April 22, 1883, the town was wip- 
ed out by a cyclone and sixty persons kiil- 
ed. The railroad company having no place 
to leave the mail carried it to Wesson, a 
mile away, for a period of thirty-four days. 
During that time Mr. Jones had the mail 
carried to its destination at his own ex- 
pense, and claimed $97 therefor. In order 
to get the bill through, Mr. Hooker was 
compelled to consent to a reduction of the 
amount ‘carried by the bill, to $4—a dollar 
a day. 

The committees were called for reports, 
and at 2 o’clock the house went into com- 
mittee of the whole Mr. O’Neil, of Massa- 
chusetts, in the chair, to further consider 
the Indian appropriation Dill.

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HAS NEVER MET HIM. 


Mir. Havemeyer’s Answer to the Investi- 
gating Committee 


WHEN ASKED ABOUT A CONFERENCE 


Between Himself and President 
. Cleveland. 


DOES NOT KNOW MR, CLEVELAND. 


Perhaps He Would Recognize Him by Pic- 
tures He Has Seen—The Discussion Be- 
tween Havemeyer and Senator Price. 


Washington, June 12.—Mr, Henry OO. 
Havemeyer, of New York, president of the 
American Sugar Refining Company, known 
as the sugar trust, arrived in Washington 
last night in response to a subpoena from 
the senatorial commiittee engaged in investi- 
gating the alleged relations between senators 
and members of the trust, and appeared be- 
fore the committee this marning as a wit- 
ness. It was agreed some time ago that 
Mr. Havemeyer should be called, but. the 
committee decided to get all the informa- 
tion possible from other sources concerning 
his connection with the present tariff leg- 
islation before placing him on the stand, 
in order: that his examination might be 
complete and thorough. The examinations 
of Messrs. Terrell, Chapman and ‘Reed were 
conducted with particular reference to form- 
ing a basis for questioning Mr. Havemeyer, 
who iz regarded as one of the most impor- 
tant witnesses that has appeared before the 
committee. Mr. Havemeyer was accompan- 
ied to Washington by Mr. F, S. Parsons, 
the chief attorney for the trust, and James 
C. Carter, of New York, who will represent 
him as counsel. Mr. Cordmeyer, of New 
York, was also with the party. He will be 
questioned closely about the a_leged contri- 
butions of the trust to the democratic cam- 
paign fund. 

Mr. liavemeyer was the only witness ex 
amined today. His answers to questions 
were curt, and he did not offer to give in- 
formation that was not requested. Mr. 
Havemeyer showed he had no respect for 
titles in eliminating them altogether in 
speaking of senators and others, and he 
caused some astonishment among the mem- 
bers of the committee by his statement 
that he had -.never seen President Cleve- 
land. 

“I am president of the American Sugar 
Refining Company,’ said Mr. Havemeyer 
in answer to a preliminary question. 

Senator Quay read the article contained 
in The Philadelphia Press that the witness 
was present in the summer of 1893 after 
Cleveland’s nomination with Mr. Benedict 
either on his yacht on in conversation at 
Greenwich, Conn., (where Mr. Havemeyer 
resides) consulting about the sugar.nterests 
as they were affected by the situation in 
the Hawaiian islands. 

“There is not a word of truth in it,” said 
Mr. Havemeyer. “‘No such meeting. ever 
took place.’’ 

He also denied the allegations in The 
Press article that the sugar trust was or- 
ganized with reference to its influence on 
the two great political parties, In regard 
to the statement that the trust, on ‘the 
whole, is a democratic association, the 
witness said it was not so. 

Doesn’t Know the President. 

The Chairman—l have already asked you 
about the conversation Mr. Edwards al- 
leged you had with Mr. Cleveland, either 
in Greenwich or vn the yacht in the summer 
of 1892, or in the summer of 1893. Did you 
ever have such a conversation anywhere? 

Mr. Havemeyer—I have never exchanged a 
word wth Mr. Cleveland or been in his com- 
pany in my iife, and « have never seen the 
man. 

The Chairman—You have never seen him? 

Mr. Havemeyer—I have never seen Mr, 
Cleveland in New York or elsewhere. 

Senator Allen—Do you mean to say, Mr. 
Havemeyer, that you have never seen Mr. 
Cleveland? 

Mr. Havemeyer—I have never seen Mr. 
Cleveland. } 

Senator Davis—You do not know what 
he looks like, except from his pictures? 

Mr. davemeyer—Except from his pictures. 
I suppose I would know him if I saw him. 
Nor have I ever exchanged a word with 
Mr. Benedict on the subject of sugar or 
any other. business maiter whatever, 

Had Some Warm Talk. 

With reference to the statement in The 
Press about a meeting between senators 
and sugar trust men in Mr. Terrell’s room 
in the Arlington hotel, Mr. Havemeyer said 
some time in March he was in Mr. Terrell’s 
room when Senators Brice arm! Smith and H., 
L. Reed, of Boston, were present. There 
was nothing said in that interview about 
the obligations of the democratic party 
to the sugar trust. He had been request- 
ed to go to Mr. Terrell’s room and found 
Senator Brice there. Mr. Terrell said: 

‘“‘Here is an opportunity to tell one of 
the senators what you know about sugar.” 

“Mr. Havemeyer sent for his sample 
boxes of sugar and delivered a lecture on 
the subject. Senator Smith came in later 
and the witness made some allusion to the 
wrangling he and Senator Brice had 
about sugar. 

The Chairman—You said you had been 
having a wrangle with Mr. Brice over 
sugar? 

Mr. Havemeyer—Mr. Brice and I got hot 
over the matter befcre we fin’shed it. 

The Chairman—In what way and on what 
account? : 

Mr. Havemeyer—I said something about 
the democratic party that he took umbrage 
at, I thought. 

The Cnoairman—What was said? 

Mr. Havemeyer—I said: that the demo- 
cratic party was put into power, not to 
destroy any industry, but to take suitable 
and proper care of every industry, and that 
this selection of the sugar refining indus- 
try of. the United States for attack was 
infamous as a party proceeding. 

The Chairman—Was that the matter 
avout which you had what you call the 
wrangling? 

Mr. Havemeyer—That is the matter over 
wuich we got rather hot. 

The Chairman—What did Mr. Brice have 
to say? 

Mr. WHavemeyer—Mr. Brice said he

De. Dixon Speaks of the Lexow Com-

AND ANNOUNCES HIS NEXT SUBJECT 


| He Eulogizes Dr. Parkhurst and 
Denounces Tammany. 


“MORE RUSSIAN METHODS ADOPTED. 


Compulsory Suffrage Is the Next Move. 
Locusts Board a Railroad Train. 
Other Interesting Gossip. 


New York, June 11.—(Spec'al Correspond- 
ence.)—Rev. Thomas Dixon spoke yesterday 
morning in Association hall about’ the 
Lexow committee’s investigation. He also 
announced that in view of recent develop- 
ments the subject of his sermon on Sun- 
day next would be “‘Rascals on the Run.” 

Dr. Dixon eulogized Dr. Parkhurst for his 
“earnest, honest efforts in the cause of re- 
form and public morality.’”’ 

“Talk about slavery,” said the preacher, 
“vou have an army of 530,000 white women 
harnessed to the cart of a few police offi- 
Cials—white slaves, who go down to the 
depths of vice and whose blood money falls 
into the coffers of men sworn to enforce 
the law. If you have any sympathy for 
these poor, wretched women now is the 
time to show it. 

“There is not one link wanted to connect 
the police captain with Tammany hall. The 
citizenship of New York demands that such 
an investigation shall be made that the 
men who are responsible cannot be kept 
out of prison. We must not rest until the 
real root of the evil is torn up, and that is 
Tammany hall.” 

State and National Elections. ' 

Danger threatens the proposition to sep- 
arate local from state and national elec- 
tions: Although the seventeen members of 
the committee on cities o¢ the constitutional 
convention are in favor uf the plan, some 
delegates from rural ‘districts are making 
serious objections. 

They argue that what will be of direct 
benefit to cities will be of direct detriment 
to count.es where there are no cities. The 
rural electors, they contend, will not be 
sufficiently interested in county elections 
to go to the polls for such contests alone. 
The issues of a state or a national cam- 
paign have to be depended upon to rouse 
the rural vote. 

, it will be necessary for the city men in 
the convention to pay attention to this 
Objection and to do so at once. 

There are many politicians whc do not 
‘Wish local contests to be separated from 
‘State and federal contests. Their opportu- 
nity for making combinations and trading 
votes would thus be taken away from them. 
These men may not join orenly with the 
delegates who from honest conv‘ctiens pro- 
test against the divorce, but they will final- 
ly vote with them. Meanwhile these poli- 
ticians will do all they can to foment trouble 
and impede the settlement of the probiem 
aga‘nst therr seifish interests. 


morrcw upon the general city question. 
Matthew hale, chairman of the City Club 
conference committee of twenty-one, said 
that the work will be entireiy preliminary, 
but important. The Hale comm(*¢ttee will 
meet the committee on cities during the 
week and present some of the principles 
urged for introduction into the proposed 
constitution. It is not likely that the Hale 
committee will waste much time upon the 
phraseology of these principles.

It is a pity 
that on each body there is not at least one 
representat.ve man from the rural dis- 
tricts. If there were the protest of the 
country against independent local elections 
could be better set forth and better studied 
and better met. 

To separate local from state and national 
elections means, first, the holding of locai 
elections in the odd-numbered years; sec- 
ond, a change in the term of.the governor, 
so that it shall be two or four years, and, 
third, the making of an assembiyman’'s 
term two years instead of one year. 

There will be opponents of each of these 
Changes, and each such vpponent becomes 
thereby an opponent of the policy of sep- 
arating local from state elections. 

In the certainty of this peril arising it 
becomes evident that the Hale and the 
Johnson committee will have to consider 
other than merely city interests and city 
aflairs. it is a compound, not a simpie 
problem. 

Advocates of a separation of elections 
must do some missionary work. To satisfy 
the tural delegates and their constituents 
there will have to be a delicate adjustment 
and perhaps a compromise. The sooner city 
men who desire reform see this the larger 
will be their chance. of getting for cities 
what cities need,

have compulsory education and compulsory 
vaccination, and now it is proposed to add 
to these Russian oppressions compulsory 
suffrage. The proposition to enslave citi- 
zens who have the privilege of suffrage and 
do not exercise it finds favor in the consti- 
tut.onal convention. It is argued by its ad- 
vocates that the exercise of suffrage is as 
much a duty as the payment of real taxes, 
apd voters should be cited to appear before 
the supreme court of the state and show 
cause why they should not be penally dealt 
with when they fail to come to the polis ad 
deposit their ballots. The necessary se. 
quence of such a law is gross violation of 
personal rights. Officials must not only act 
as detectives, but visit domiciles to discover 
the reason why delinquents should not be 
made parties to a state prosecution. The 
registrat‘on offices and polling places must 
be converted into detective resorts. Citi- 
zens absent from the state must have a 
witness that they could not annihilate space 
that they might exercise suffrage, or if 
sick, a doctor's certificate of inability would 
be necessary. Such are some of the ab- 
surdities attending compulsory suffrage. 
When such an amendment to the state con- 
stitution is laid before the people it will be 
overwhelmingly repudiated, for it strikes 
at the very root of persoral volition, which 
is personal liberty. Freemen will not con- 
sent to be driven to the polls, as the white 
missionaries drove the people of Otahe'te 
to church on Sundays. The compulsory ed- 
ucation law will work its own repeal, be- 
cause it authorizes domiciliary visits of 
offic‘als; the compulsory vaccination law is 
assuring its own repeal for the same rea- 
son, that force in a free country, save to

Locusts Board a Train. 

I:coming passengers report that a swarm 
of seventeen-year locusts took possession 
of a Long Branch train this morning, and 
for a time there was every prospect of the ~ 
passengers having to abandon the train and 
leave it to the locusts. 

The train which experienced this unusual 
trouble was No. 987, of the Pennsylvania 
railroad. It left Jersey City at 10 o’clock. 
The warm weather tempted hundreds to 
the coast towns and the train was heavily 
laden. Everything went weil until near 
here. 

The station is in a wood. The vicinity 
has been a favecrite stamping ground for 
the pests since they began to make ther 
appearance above ground this year. The 
ground is honey-combed where they have 
torced their way through, and driving over 
the roads is dangerous as the earth is apt 
to sink beneath the weight of a horse. 

The locusts have attacked the trees and 
for acres there is hardly a green leaf ex- 
cept on certain trees which the locusts do 
not seem to favor. 

Fotr Deep on the Trees. 

They have at times been seen four deep 
on the bark. On the grounds are thousands 
of the winged pests, and old residents aver 
some of them know enough to get out of 
the way when a train approaches, so as to 
avoid being crushed. 

The locusts up to yesterday stuck pretty 
close to the trees and to the ground be- 
neath them. Either because the availabie 
green stuff had been used up or that it was 
time for them to do so, the locusts on Sat- 
urday began to migrate, 

They followed no general direction, but 
the railroad track seemed to become the 
general meeting place for them. The little 
station was soon covered with them. The 
trains crushed hundreds and every engineer 
opened his sand box when he struck the 
locust zone. To have made the driving 
wheels catch without sand would have been 
im possible. 

When the train in question drew up at 
Avenel station this morning there were a 
few locusts aboard. They had been com- 
ing into the train for tive minutes, but not 
in such numbers as to cause any inconven- 
ience, except to the more timid. Those who 
had no fear of them enjoyed catching them 
and exaraing their wings and wonder.ng 
at the glaring, red eyes. 

The heat had caused almost every window 
in the train to be opened. When the train 
came to a stop the passengers leaned out 
to look at the hundreds of thousands of the 
locusts on the ground. 

Swarmed Into the Train. 

They would have been satisfied with this, 
but the locusts were not. Before the pas- 
seogers were aware what was happening 
the pests had swarmed up the sides of the 
cars, over the platforms and through the 
w:ndows and doors into the cars. They, 
flew about in the cars, rested on the seats, 
which were resigned to them, and crawled 
along the floor. An invasion of mice into 
a female seminary would be nothing to the 
scene which followed. 

Women screamed and stood on the seats 
with theit skirts drawn up so as to avod 
immediate contact with the crawling -ob- 
jects.. They soon had to let go their sk'rts 
and pay attention to keeping the lecusts 
from their hats and faces. The more tim-d 
passengers started for the doors, but at this 
moment the car started. The’rush of wind 
seemed to disconcert the pests. Those on 
the outside of the cars dropped off, and 
those inside clung closely to the seats or 
floors, and were soon thrown out of the 
windows by the train hands, who started 
through the cars. 

All the way to Point Pleasant the locusts 
were being dropped along the track as the 
cars sped on. An old railroader on the train 
said he had been in half a dozen wrecks, 
had been held up twice in the west and 
thought he had had about every other expe- 
rience a railroader was exposed to, but this 
event was a new one to him, 


STAHLMAN AND HIS CRITICS. 


The Commissioner Makes the Meeting 
Very Interesting. 

New York, June 12.—Behind closed dvors 
the executive committee of the Southern 
Rai'road and Steamship Association held 
its first meeting today at the Waldorf. This 


“Ns the preliminary to the annual convention 


which begins at the same place tomorrow. 
The association is composed of all the rail- 
road and steamship lines operating south 
of the Potomac river and east of the Mis- 
sissippi, and for a long time rate cutting 
has been so pronounced as to threaten the 
very existence of the association. Almost 
all the railroad and steamship companies 
doing business in the section belong to the 
association. It was 1:34 o’clock when Com- 
missioner Stahlman called the meeting to 
order. There was a full attendance and 
the members went at once into executive 
session. 

After a tedious discussion of rates and 
forms of contracts and the offering of nu- 
merous resolutions, the meeting suddenly 
assumed a much livelier aspect when the 
chairman arose to respond to criticisms 
upon various actions of his as commissioner 
of the association. He read a lengthy res- 
olution calling for a statement of the finan- 
cial situation, and he grew quite excited as 
he went on to explain the purpose of his 
remarks. He said that previous to his ap- 
pointment as commissioner hundreds of 
thousands of dollars belonging to the asso- 
ciation had laid in the banks and the treas- 
ury vaults without drawing a single penny 
of interest. Now the income from this 
source alone was many thousands of dol- 
lars annually. Concluding, Mr. Stahiman 
said that instead of criticism he believed 
he deserved only commendation from the 
members of the association. He had lost 
thousands of dollars of his own by failures 
of banks, but had preserved the associa- 
tion’s money intact. A long discussion fol- 
lowed his words. 

Late this afternoon the executive board 
adjourned until 11 o’clock tomorrow morn- 
ing. So far as the restoration of rates and 
the establishing of harmony are concerned 
the day’s deliberations and discussjons had 
no result. The only real business trans- 
acted was of a routine character in connec- 
tion with the association.

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PUGH TO DEMOGRATS 


Alabama's Jsnior Senator Writes an Cper 
Latter to His Fellow Citizens, 


NATIONAL AFFAIRS ARE REVIEWED. 


Believers in Plenty of Sound Cur: 
rency Are Urged to Hold Fast. 


NO REASON TO QUIT THE PARTY NOW 


Great Reliefis About to Be Brought Abow 
Through Democracy and More 
Will Follow in Time. 


Montgomery, Ala., June 12.—(Special.)— 
Senator Pugh has written an open letter 
to the democratic voters of Alabama which 
is a ringing campaign document. He coun- 
sels in the first place a spirit of compro- 
mise and concession and determination to 
succeed. Lay aside disappointment for the 
sake of the party is the good advice which 
he gives. 

He has kept himself informed of the 
political conditig@s not orly of his owa 
state, but of the whole country, he says. 
And he discovers no reason for a democrat 
to withdraw from the narty of the people. 

Continuing he says: 

“We all rejoiced when the democratia 
party .obtained possession of every branch 
of the federal government; we are gratified 
when republicans are removed from office. 
and democrats are appointed to take their 
places. We felt relieved when the federal 
election law was repealed and states re- 
stored to the exclusive power of managing 
all elections.” ' 

Then he summarizes the other benefits 
which the country expected. 

“We were promised relief from the burdens 
and iniquities of the McKinley tariff law. 
We were promised such a reform in our 
currency laws as would insure the use of 
both gold and silver as standard money, 
ana the sree coinage of each without dis- 
crimination in favor of either metal, and 
that every dollar, whether of paper or 
coin, should have equal purchasing and 
debt-paying power, and that the people 
should be supplied by the government with 
abundant sound currency to meet all their 
legitimate demands. We were also prom- 
ised that the 10 per cent tax oa state bank 
circulation should be repealed. Congress is 
now engaged in the difficult’ work of re- 
vising and reforming the McKinley tariff 
laws. No party ever had suth a difficult 
task as is imposed upon the democratic 
party, of revising and reforming a system 
of protection that the republican party 
had employed all its ability and ingenuity 
in crystallizing. It is the first time since 
1846 that any system of tariff laws has heen 
revised with a view of a general reduction 
of duties levied to enrich a few people, and 
to invite the investment of capital in mann~ 
facturing industries. 

“The MeKinley system was the result 
of twenty-five years’ of work of the most 
powerful agencies and influences in the re- 
publican party. The reconstruction and re- 
formation of this tremendous system re- 
quires nruich patience, care #nd considera- 
tion. 

“I think that I can safely promise you 
that the pledge of the democratic party te 
reform the tariff will be redeemed and ia 
substantial compliance with. its platform. 
The question that has always divided the 
democratic party and caused it more 
trouble in every election, and in every at- 
tempt to legislate, is the money qvestion.” 

The senator mentions the many kinds of 
currency which we have. We says: 

“If to the states were restored the right of 
creating banks of issue, the wants of the 
people of every state for an adequate sup- 
ply of the currency would be supplied im 
the local circulation of their own banks. 
This pledge has been lately forfeited by 
another combination of democrats and re 
publicans in the house of representatives. 

,nother demand of at least three-fourths 
of the democratic party, is that silver shall 
have free and equal coinage with gold and 
be kept in use by the government and people 
as standard money. This has always been 
and is now the position of the great body 
of the democratic party, but our hopes of 
immediate legislation have been Gaisap- 
pointed and are in a condition of suspension 
uatil 1863. In 1873 silver was dropped from 
our coinage laws and the United States 
was placed on the gold basis. The de- 
-azocracy of the south and west, without 
any .ivision in the south after the party 
recovered possession of the state govern- 
ments, declared for the restoration of'silver 
to free coinage at the old ratio. This de 
mand has been and is yet uniformaly op- 
posed by the democracy of the east cpposed 


| by the democracy of the western states. 


The democracy of the east opposed 
the Bland-Allison law; they feught against 
every bill introduced in either house of 
congress for the free coinage of Siiver. 
They joined President Cleveland and 
secretary Manning in 188 in demanding 
the suspension of silver coinage uncer the 
Bland-Allison law; to a man they united 
with President Cleveland in 1393 in the 
combination with republicans to force the 
unconditional repeal of the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman law, for the sole 
purpose of putting « s*op 10 the coinuge of 
siiver and leaving it in “ne condition it was 
left in 1873. There never has veen any 
difference between the democracy of east- 
ern states and the republican party in their 
opposition to silver coinage. Every vote 
given by democrats against the uncondi- 
tional repeal of the purchasing clause of 
the Sherman law, except one trom Penn- 
sylvania, was given by southern and west- 
ern democrats. The unconditional repeal 
of the Sherman law drépped silver out of 
coinage and makes it impossible to add 
another silver dollar to our currency while 
Mr. Cleveland is president; so that we 
are brought down in plain view of the 
demonetized condition of silver that is un- 
alterable during the presidency of Mr. 
Cleveland. The veto of the seigniorage 
bill was a test of the possi- 
bility of passing any silver law 
with Mr. Cleveland’s approval.’ 

Sentor Pugh reviews the attempted ail- 
ver legislation of the present congress at 
some length and observes that “‘since the 
repeal of the Sherman law seven-eighths 
of the democrats in the two houses passed 
the siegniorage bill, which was vetoed 
and the veto sustained by republican votes. 
All that is left to the friends of free silver 
coinage is to look and trust to the future. 
Let the enemies of free coinage who claim 
to be democrats hold fast to their opin- 
ions and convictions if they will, con- 
tinue to do so and exercise their right 
as they have done heretofore of enforcing 
them if they can. And let the friends of 
free coinage stand by their convictions 
and opinions and exercise their right as 
they have done heretofore and enforce 
them if they can.” 

He then quotes from The Congressional 
Record, showing his views on silver. Al- 
luding to the coming state election in 
August, he pays a high tribute to Colonel

The Young Man Was Going to Make His

Birmingham, Ala., Jure 12.—(Special.)—Af- 
ter knocking down ex-Mayor Jeffries, an 
aged man, P. G. Bowman shot and killed 
young Eugene Jeffries, the two affairs oc- 
curring at the same place and only an hour 
apart. It is the same old story of too 
much whisky. Both scenes of the affair, 
which resulted in a tragedy and may end 
in a lynching were enacted in the bar of 
the Fiorence hotel here tonight. 

About 7 o’clock P. G. Bowman, a promi- 
ment figure in Jeffersonian politics and a 
right hand man of Reuben F. Kolb, was 
in the Florence hotel bar drinking, when 
ex-Mayor Thomas Jeffries, who is an 
old and inoffensive man, walked in, Bow- 
man made some insulting remark; the lie 
was passed and Bowman Knocked the old 
man down. Friends intercepted and the old 
man went his way. 

It was an hour later when Eugene 
Jeffries, a son of the ex-mayor, whom, it 
is said, had heard of the affair and had 
expressed his intentions of making Bow- 
man apologize, walked into the bar, where 
he was still drinking. No sooner had the 

‘boy opened the door than Bowman 
pulled a gun and fired, Willing Jeffries in- 
stantly. While Bowman claims that the 
boy had a pistol and that he did the 
shooting in self-defense, it is generally 
thought that the affair will come under 
the heading of cold-blooded murder. 

Bowman was hurried from the scene as 
quickly as possible and soon a crowd 
gathered whose threats were many, and 
there is a likelihood of his being lynched 
if a chance is had. 

This killing will have a bad effect on the 
Jeffersonian campaign, which in pro- 
gress and which Bowman was leading. 
The affair is regretted on all sides.

A Monument to Be Raised te the 
Women of the South. 
Richmond, Va., June 12.—(Special.)—The 
Richmond Howitzers at their meeting tio- 
night adopted a resolution inaugurating a 
movement for the erection of a monument 
to the women of the south. The battery 
has not had a more enthusiastic meeting 
in years, and the members present prompt- 
ly subscribed $350 to the monument fund.

day. Their places were readily filled. The 
strikers then assembled near the city and 
threatened to come in and by force compel 
the workers to quit. The police and con- 
stabulary, however, combined and met the 
strikers as they came in a body to the city. 
The police warned the negroes to disperse 
in short order, which they did. Another 
meeting of the strikers is in progress to- 
night.

Another Big ‘Trestle on the Georgia 


Pacific Burned. 
SAID TO BE THE WORK OF THE STRIKERS 


The Miners ofthe Pittsburg Region Dis- 
satisfied With the Terms o: the Settile- 
ment—Movement of Troops. 


Birmingham, Ala., June 1%—(Special. — 
A cloud of mystery hangs over Alabama 
for the first time. The torch was applied 
to another railroad trestle last night by a 
band of vandals, whose acts of incendia- 
rism are being so frequent as to spread 
alarm throughout the district. 

The watchman at the big trestle on the 
Georgia Pacific railroad, a mile west of 
Cardiff, was driven from his post of duty 
about 3 o’clock this morning by a band of 
armed men numbering from twenty-five to 
thirty, who threatened to kill him unless 
he left. The watchman being alone and 
unable to cope with so large a force, every 
one of whom carried a gun and made their 
threat more impressive by pointing their 
guns at the lone man, was forced to obey. 
When he left he hurried to the houses of 
the section laborers, not far away, and 
awoke them. The section men accompanied 
the watchman back to the trestle, and, upon 
arriving there, found the structure on fire. 
The mob had applied the torch immediate- 
ly after the watchman was driven away, 
and the trestle was burning at a lively rate. 
By hard work and the use of water, 
which was near by, the men were able to 
extinguish the flames after three bents of 
the trestle had been destroyed. The mob 
fled, as all cowardly vandals who do their 
malicious mischief under cover of darkness 
do, immediately after they had set the 
trestle on fire. There is no clue as to their 
idemBity, but they are said to have come 
from toward the town of Cardiff. Tonight 
men are guarding the bridges on nearly all 
the lines entering the city. | 
Several shipments of ammunition have 
been received here and are in the hands 
of the guards. It has become dangerous to 
run trains. The railroad men carry their 
lives in their hands, and the destruction 
of rolling stock is threatened. 

While it is not known who has been 
doing all this deviltry it is generally con- 
ceded to the strikers. 

Conference of Labor Organizations. 

St.. Louis, June 12.~The conference of 
representatives of labor organizations to- 
day adopted the following and gave it out 
for publication: 

“For the purpose .of preventing strife 
and antagonism between labor organiza- 
tieps, we declare that there shall be no 
d\ 1] organization or authority in any one 
trade, and thatin all matters of trade con- 
flicts, boycotts and trade labels, the union 
interested should have absolute autonomy 
and authority. 

“Recognizing that corporations and the 
money of the country are dominat- 
ing and dictating the legislation of the na- 
tion, states and municipalities, to the det- 
riment of the tolling and wealth-producing 
millions, and further recognizi#¢ 
that the power of wealth has subordinated 
the executive, judicial and military foreeb 
to its behests, thus undermining ‘the up- 
derlying principles of our republic, endan- 
gering its institutions and in the end to 
deprive our people of their cherished lib- 
erties, we declare that the working masses 
Should throw off the yoke of political par- 
tisanship and vote independently, in order 
that the representatives of the wealth- 
producers of America may be fully repre- 
sented in the making and the execution of 
our laws.”’ 

The resolutions will be submitted to the 
various organizations for action, and .a 
committee of three, consisting of Chief 
Sargent, of the Brotherhood of Firemen; 
Maguire, of the Federation of Labor, and 
Hayes, of the Knights of Labor, will re- 
ceive the proceedings of the subordinate 
bodies and publish them. Washington, DP. 
C., was chosen as the place for holding 
the next conference, to be held February, 
2, 1896.

As a re- 
sult of the conference Marshal Bohl swore 
in sixty-five deputy marshals, who left to- 
night for Wheeling Creek, O., the scene of 
action. They went heavily armed and will 
follow out the instructions of Judge Taft 
to @rrest every man whbo attempts to in 
any manner interfere with the operation of 
cars that are used in hauling coal from the 
mines or to blockade obstruct, or in any 
manner hinder trains passing through their 
territory.

In answer to a question, the petitioners de- 
glared that they did not appear before the 
poard as representatives of any church, 
put came simply as citizens and tax payers.

The gentlemen who ap- 
red before the board presented a regular 
written petition, and then addressed re- 
marks to the board. The board ordered the 
petition filed, and took no action at to- 
night's meeting. It is the general opinion 
that the petition will not be granted and the 
poard will continue to make an appropria- 
tion to the school as usual. The schcol has 
been operated under the management of 
“the board about twenty-two yea-s, and 
g@uring this time some of the strongest 
churchmen have been members of the board 
and have never protested against’ the 

Catholic school. 

Should thé board decide not to grant 
the petition, it is thought tbat another 
petition will be presented to the board 
asking for the establishment of other de- 
nominational schools in the city, and if 
this is refused, then an attempt may be 
made to enjoin the board making an 
appropriation to the Catholic school. Be- 
fore whom would this’ injunction be 
brought? Judge J. L. Hardenan, of Bibb 
superior court, is an ex-officio member of 
the board. The board of education very 
much regrets that the matter has been 
sprung.

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| MINISTER SUSPENDED 


Rey. Mr. Murdock, of Rome, Suspended 
from the Ministry. 


HE IS EDITING THE ROME EVENING NEWS 


And Presiding Eider Pierce Says He Can- 
not Do that and Be a Minister at the 
Same Time—History of the Case. 


Rome, Ga., June 12.—(Special.)—The Rev. 
William ‘Murdoch, who since last Decem- 
ber, has had charge of the East Rome 
church’ and mission, has een suspended 
by Presiding Elder T. F. Pierce. 

Mr. Murdoch is the editor of The Rome 
Evening News, an@ this is the cause of all 
the trouble. 

The last Methodist conference assigned 
Mr. Murdoch for dury in Rome* and when 
he came he went zealously to work with 
his East Rome mission. He made many 
friends and enjoyed to the fullest extent 
the eonfidence of his congregation. 

Mr. Murdoch’s salary was small, how- 
ever, as is generally the case with small 
mission churches, and when the opportuni- 
ty was presented early in the spring for 
him to slightly augment it by accepting an 
offer to assume the editorship of The Even- 
ing News, he thought it was a good op- 
portunity, and when the publication com- 
pany was organized he took charge as edi- 
tor of the new paper last April. 

This is Mr. Murdoch’s fourth year in 
the ministry, he having joined the con- 
ference after several years in the news- 
paper business, in which he was engaged 
i.. Ringgold, and also Tunnel Hill. He be- 
lieved, however, that he was called to the 
ministry, and giving up his newspaper 
work, he joined the conference and has 
been preaching Steadily since. 

Presiding Elder Pierce notified him that 
he could not continue as editor of The 
Evening News and be the occupant of the 
East Rome pulpit. He disagreed with the 
presiding elder, but said he would be will- 
ing to leave it to the conference, as there 
was no reason why he could not devote a 
few hours a day to his newspaper work, so 
long as his congregation did not cbject. 
The presiding elder disagreed with him, 
however,-and insisted upon his suspension. 
The Rev. Marseles Troutman has been ap- 
pointed in nis place and is now regularly in 
charge of the East Rome mission. 

In the meantime Rev. Mr. Murdoch con- 
tinues in charge of the editorial manage- 
ment of The Rome News. 

Will Make It a Test Case. 

He says he will make it a test before the 
conference, which meets in Rome in De- 
cember, but in the meantime will defer to 
the judgment of the presiding *lde~. 

“You see,’”’ said he, “the church rerula- 
tion under which the presiding elder acted 
Says in substance, ‘When a minister enters 
secular work which makes him no loryer 
acceptable, he should be suspeaded until 
eonference.’ Now the question at issue is 
as to whether the presiding eller or the 
congregation should pass upon a man’s ac- 
ceptability in such cases. I kuld that the 
question applies to acceptability as bety. een 
pastor and congregation. ife pbolds that 
it is between the pastor and the presicing 
elder. This is a difference which can 
only be decided by the conference. Ja the 
meantime I ..otice that other ministers are 
engaged in secular work. Some are edit- 
ing, some are doing one thing, some an- 
other. I <hought that as I had a chance 
to help myself and at the same time do my 
full duty to my congregation, there was 
nothing improper in my taking the course 
I did. The truth of the matter is, I owed 
some money befere I went to Rome by a 
debt which I had contracted during the ill- 
ness of my wife and three children, all of 
whom died. I had heavy physicians’ bills 
and other expenses, and when I went to 
Rome I hat a weight of debt on my sboul- 
ders, which I thought it was my duty to 
pay, as I could do so honestly. It is true 
it was only $200, but chat’s a big amount tu 
a man whose only dependence in paying it 
is the meager salary of a mission. I was 
unwilling to give up my work as a minister, 
but I thought that I could do my duty to 
my people and at the same time by a little 
extra effort pay this debt, of which I 
wanted to be rid. 

‘That is why I took up my pen again 
and why I accepted the offer of The News 
publishers to act as editor of that paper. 
That is all there is in it and I believe the 
conference will sustain me.’’

The People Moving. 

The Courier-Journal, touching upon a 
very timely subject, begins an editorial 
article as follows: 

The defeat for renomination of the Hon. 
Clifton R. Breckinridge in Arkansas, aad 
the Hon. Jason B. Brown in Indiana—two 
of the very ablest and truest, most experi- 
enced and efficient democrats in cvngress 
—is pregnant with meaning, and, if it were 
not too late, might serve as at once a 
warning and a suggestion to those of their 
colleagues and associates whose seats 
tremble in the balance of dangerous oppo- 
sition. 

There was no charge that either of these 
good men and taue had perpetrated any 
overt act of failing duty; that either had 
violated his trust; that either had been in 
any way unworthy of a seat in congress. 
It was that, tried by the average home 
standards, a majority of the people could 
pee no reason why ‘they should be given 
@ perpetuity or monopoly in the business 
of representing their districts at Washing- 
ton, and of limiting their suffrage to them 
as against other claimants, who made 
promises as fair and set up claims at least 
equal to theirs in point of personal merit. 
It was that in°a great public exigency, 
neither of them had fulfilled a certain pub- 
lic expectation, which a great body of 
their constituents felt they had a right to 
entertain, and which, instead of being ful- 
filled, was disappointed. If they had met 
this reasonable expectation, no rival, no 
power could have supplanted either of 
them. * _ ; 

So far so good. Up to this point the 
statement of The Courier-Journal ad- 
mits of no dispute. Mr. Breckinridge, 
of Arkansas, and Mr. Brown, of Indi- 
ana, have been repudiated by their con- 
stituents because “in a great public exi- 
gency neither of them had fulfilled a 
certain public expectation.” 

It is only when our Louisville contem- 
porary comes to explain the nature of 
the exigency in which the two distin- 
guished congressmen failed to meet pub- 
lic expectation, that it fails to state the 
obviéus facts. It says that when the 
Wilson bill was reported from the ways 
and .neans committee it was received 
with amazement by disinterested and 
thinking democrats, and that this 
amazement soon took the shape of in- 
dignation. The bill remained a source 
of bitter disappointment, The Courier- 
Journal says, in spite of some mitigation 
that was obtained in the open house. 
But to the lessening of this bitter dis- 
appointment, “neither Mr. Breckinridge, 
as true a tariff reformer as lives, nor Mr. 
Brown, who is a good second to Mr. 
Breckinridge, contributed one word.” 

This gives a cue to The Courier-Jour- 
nal’s explanation of the defeat of Mr. 
Breckinridge, of Arkansas, and Mr. 
Brown, of Indiana, and it shows that 
our contemporary, in common with a 
great many congressmen and public 
men, is blind to the real issue that in- 
fluenced the constituents of Messrs. 
Breckinridge and Brown to repudiate 
them. 

To what extent was the Wilson tariff 
bill made an issue in the contest that 
has been going on in the districts rep- 
resented by Congressman Breckinridge 
and Congressman Brown? It was hard- 
ly mentioned. The reeerd of both con- 
gressmen as tariff reformers is unim- 
peachable. Neither has ever wavered, 
and both have been loudly and earnestly 
in favor of a political combination of 
the south and West to defeat the plans 
and schemes of the protected monopo- 
lists of the east. Nothing whatever 
could be said against eitber of these con- 
gressmen, and if the tariff question had 
been the main issue in the primary con- 
test, beth Mr. Breckinridge and Mr. 
Brown would have been unanimously 
renominated by the democrats of their 
districts. 

This being so, we are forced to the 
conclusion that the editor of The Cou- 
rier-Journal is deliberately closing his 
eyes to the real cause of the defeat of 
these two congressmen in their efforts 
to secure a renomination. Under the 
circumstances, we feel it to. be our duty 
to call attention to the facts in the case, 
s80.that no congressman who is seeking 
& renomination, and no ambitious poli- 
tician who desires to represent the peo- 
ple in Washington, may make any mis- 
take about the matter.

Cleveland urged the unconditional re- 
peal of the Sherman law in a message, 
it is true, but those who were nearest 
to him gave the public clearly to un- 
derstand that this repeal was only the 
first step toward carrying out’ the 
pledge of the platform—that uncondi- 
tional repeal was necessary simply be 
cause such a measure could be adopted 
more promptly than one embodying sub- 
stitute legislation. 

Since the day this so-cailed “first 
step” was taken congress has given 
the president no opportunity whatever 
to take another ‘step in the redemption 
of the party pledge. There has been no 
movement in the house or in the senate 
to restore silver to its old place in our 
curreney system as a part of the stand- 
ard money of the country. Why has 
there been no such movement in con- 
Because the democrats who 
voted against the free coinage of sil- 
ver on any terms last August are op- 
posed to the employment of silver as a 
part of our money of final redemption. 
They voted against silver in August, 
aad they are ready to stave off and gill 
any movement intended to expose their 
attitude to the people. They are gold 
monometallists, they stand by the gold 
trust of the east, and they are just as 
ready to repudiate the platform pledge 
now as they were last August, only 
they want to deceive the people by leav- 
ing it to be inferred that Mr. Cleveland 
is responsible for the failure to redeem 
the financial pledge of the platform.

A Remedy for Hard Times. 

The statesmen at Washington who 
sympathize with the people who are 
suffering from the hard times epi- 
demic should study one phase of the 
situation from the Atlanta point of 
view. 

Our enterprising citizens who have 
planned the Cotton States and Interna- 
tional exposition do not claim to be 
Statesmen or profound political econo- 
mists, but they are sensible business 
men, and they know that one way to 
counteract the present industrial and 
commercial stagnation is to reach out 
for millions of new customers whose 
demands will keep our merchants, man- 
ufacturers and producers busy supply- 
ing them. 

The countries south of us spend $1,- 
100,000,000 a year for the goods they 
purchase in foreign countries and about 
four-fifths of this money is spent in 
Kurope although our markets are one 
thousand miles nearer. Even the coal 
trade of these countries is controlled by 
England, which exports $70,000,000 
worth of coal a year, while this country 
with enough coal to supply the world, 
exported only $24,500 worth last year. 

Under the protective tariff system we 
have paid too much attention to our 
home markets. The coming low tariff 
will cause us to seek foreign markets, 
and an organized effort should be made 
to secure-this new traffic. This is the 
basic idea of the Atlanta exposition— 
the extension of our trade in the Span- 
ish-Americas, and the managers of the 
enterprise think that the right way to 
begin is to get the representative men 
of the 2ountries interested together ht 
some convenient point, where they can 
compare exhibits and talk business. It 
is generally agreed that Atlanta is the 
best place-for such a reunion, and the 
boards of trade in many states and the 
official representatives of other @oun- 
tries heartily endorse our plan and fa- 
vor a government appropriation. 

If our congressmen are for economy 
on the ground of hard times, let them 
bear 10 mind the fact that the exposi- 
tion is an enterprise born of hard times 
and intended to remedy the evils of the 
present depression. A little money will 
be wisely spent to extend our trade 
and increase the business of every sec- 
tion of the union. This is the way to 
look at it.

As our corre- 
spondent states, his visit was purely of 
a petsonal nature, and the statement 
made since entirely relieves him from 
criticism. We cheerfully publish this, 
in justice to Judge Gober, and do it as 
an act of voluntary justice.

Inequalities of Taxation. 

The income tax is needed, if for no 
other reason, because it would serve to 
correct some of the evils resulting from 
our present unequal system of taxation. 

At present we place most of the bur- 
dens upon the industrious producer, and 
alnrost wholly exempt the idle rich with 
their non-productive wealth. The spec- 
ulator who holds a large body of unim- 
proved land escapes with a light tax, 
while his neighbor who cultivates his 
land and builds a home on it, pays a 
heavy tax for being industrious and 
enterprising. The speculator is favored, 
but we tax the farmer for every new 
plow, for turning over the sod, for build- 
ing a home or a barn, for buying furni- 
ture or farm machinery, for raising a 
crop of wheat or cotton, and in short the 
tax assessor gets after him for every 
new improvement and every new com- 
fort. 

It is the same way in the city. Every 
enterprising step that a man takes is 
taxed. 
manufacturer and the wage earner. 

We must stop taxing men because 
they are industrious, and tax those-who 
enjoy large incomes from non-produc- 
tive wealth in the shape of bonds. It 
is all wrong to place industry urder the 
ban: of the law and hound the producer 
down while the drone gets off with but 
little more than a poll tax, and some- 
times dodges that. i 


It is so with the merchant, the 


let it be the speculator, the monopolist 
or the bondholder who absorbs the 
earnings of those around him and gives 
nothing in return for the benefits con- 
ferred upon him by the government. 

We never expect to see an ideal sys- 
tem of taxation, but we can at. least get 
rid of some of the injustice in our pres- 
ent system. The income tax is. the 
pemedy.

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Five Suits Represented the Aftermath of 
Recent Accidents 


ON THE CONSOLIDATED AND TRACTION, 


Petitions for Verious Kinds of Damages 
Were Filed Yesterday—Soms o{ the 
Most Important—Other Notes.

The fatal accidents that but lately oc- 
curred on the lines of the Atlanta Con- 
solidated and the Traction company are 
bearing additional fruit in the shape of 
damage suits which were filed yesterday in 
the clerk’s office to the amount of nearly 
+40,000. One half and more of this amount 
is sued on the killing of little Ralph Ar- 
nold. 

Mrs. Kate P. Arnold files a suit for $20,- 
000 against the Atlanta Consolidated Sreet 
Railway Company for the killing of her 
Child, and Garnett Arnold, the child's 
father, sues for $5,000. The allegations term 
the killing a homicide and declare that 
the fault is entirely the company’s, since 
the child had not attained the years of 
reason and could not speculate upon any 
possible danger; that the company was 
negligent because it failed to provide a 
conductor for the car which killed the 
child, and that, therefore, the motorman 
was forced to do double duty—the work of 
conductor and mortorman both; that the 
Street was perfectly straight where the 
accident occurred and there was nothing 
to shut off the view upon either side. The 
rate of speed at which the car was run- 
ning ig set down in the petition at fifteen 
miles an hour. The attorneys im the suits 
are Arnold & Arnold and C. D. Hill. 

In the Traction company collision there 
were four suits filed by Arnold & Arnold 
against E. B. Rosser and W. C. Haile, 
receivers, Two of these suits are filed by 
George W. Lee for his minor children, 
Edward and Maude, who were on the 
cars and were injured in the collision. The 
allegations are to the effect that the road 
should be held responsible for the accident 
and the injuries resulting, since the sched- 
ule Was not arranged properly. The claims 
are that no notification of the extra’ car 
had been sent out and that proper care 
had not been exercised in any event. These 
Suits are for $5,000 each. The other two 
Suits against the Traction for injuries 
resulting in the collision were filed by 
Lucile Jones and Cary Walker, both suing 
for $2,000 each, Lucile Jones suing by next 
friend. The alligations are the same as in 
the first mentioned guits. 

More Damage Suits Against Them. 

There were two other damage suits filed 
yesterday against street railways, honors 
resting easy between the Consolidated and 
the Traction lines. J. C. T. Baker files 
a suit against the Atlanta Traction .Com- 
pany for $5,000. The allegations in the pe- 
tition recite that Baker was riding on 
one of the Traction company’s cars and 
handed his fare—a nickel—to the conductor; 
that the conductor accepted the nickel and 
walked to the back end of the car, but 
soon returned, deciaring that the nickel was 
not good and requesting that Baker pay 
him. Baker, it is alleged,. had nothing 
else save a $10 bill. He handed this to the 
conductor, who, as the petition recites, 
refused to. accept it and put Baker off. 
Baker was crippled at the time and was 
forced to walk a mile of more in a very 
weak condition. For this Baker sues 
through his attorneys, Glenn, Slaton & 
Phillips. 

A suit for damages was filed yesterday 
against the Consolidated by Charles Glas- 
coe. The allegations are that Glascoe was 
thrown out of his wagon by one of the 
Consolidated’s cars, the car being in charge 
of a motorman alone, who thus did double 
duty. The suit is for $2,000 darnages and 
was filed by Smith & Pendleton. 

Atlanta Gets a Share. 


Five suits were filed in the general rush 
against the city of Atlanta for damages to 
the amount of $30,600. The -cargest suits 
were those filed by Asbury T. E°lington 
and Julia H, Ellington for injuries received 
by Mrs. Julia Ellington on the left side of 
Orme street, between Alexander and Pow- 
ers streets. The petition is to the effect that 
Mrs. Ellington was walking along Orme 
street, when she suddenly slipped on some 
loose bricks and fell, receiving severe 
injuries in the ankle, dislocating it badly. 
Sne sues for $5,000 and her husband for 
$10,v4. 

W. B. Morris and Sarah A. Walker 
both filed suits yesterday for damages to 
property. Morris wants $5,000 damages. 
He alleges that he lives near the city 
dumping grounds and that his happiness 
has been forever destroyed and his home 
ruined. Sarah Walker wants $600 damages 
on account of grading that ws executed 
near her home. 

Damage Suits of Various Kinds. 

Mrs. Emma Few filed suits yesterday 
against Thomas A. Minor, J. Fuld and W.

$200 each. In her petitions she alleges that 
her son is a minor and that when he 
keeps sober he does a great deal toward 
supporting the family, she being a widow.

The pe- 
tition is to the effect that Warner has 
been renting a woodyard from Baker and 
that while the petitioner was out of town 
Baker drové out Warner’s employes, closed 
up the yard and gave out the statement 
that Warner had failed to pay rent and 
that the closing out came without warning.

SETTLEMENT OF THE COAL STRIKE 


Causes the Stock Market to Open Firm, 
but the Close Was Practically Un- 
changed—Cotton 2 Points Better. 


NEW YORK. June 12.—There was a firm 
Opening to the railway and misc*llaneous 
ghares speculation on the announcement of 
the settlement of the soft coal strike. Most 
of the buying, however, was for the ac- 
count of the shorts who had sold the mar- 
ket yesterday on the belief that the reduc- 
tion in the New Haven dividend from 10 
to 8 per cent would result in more or less 
liquidation in the general list. London 
came higher, but the foreigners bought few 
stocks or bonds. The early advance was 
equal to %@%% per cent, the Grangers, Chi- 
cago Gas, Louisville and Nashville, General 
Electric, Missouri Pacific and Northern 
Pacific preferred being most prominent. In 
the afternoon a weaker tone prevailed, and 
there was moderate selling of Burlington 
and Quincy and St. Paul. The decline in 
the first named from 78% to 76's was ascribed 
to New England liquidations, but shrewd 
observers thought the swing could _ be 
traced nearer home, and that it was prin- 
cipally for the short account. The an- 
nouncement that the St. Paul and Rock 
Island had applied to the stock exchange 
to list new bonds was used against the 
Grangers. The decline in railway stocks 
outside of Burlington and Quincy was 
only 14 to % per cent. In the last hour the 
list improved all around and left off firm. 
American Sugar was the most active stock 
of the day, 72,700 shares changing hands. 
St. Paul came ext with 14,600. Burlington 
and Quincy figured for 13,900 and Chicago 
Gas for &,200 shares, but no other stock on 
the list reached a total of 500. Sugar, as 
usual, was very erratic. It ffrst declined 
&% to 10214, rose to 10544 and receded to and 
closed at 194%. Covering of short contracts 
and manipulation account for the gyra- 
tions, as Washington news was less impor- 
tant than of late. Chicago Gas and General 
Electric were strong, while the other In- 
dustrials were barely steady on a limited 
bus'ness. Net changes show advances of 
% to 1% per cent. Burlington and Quincy 
lost %, Whisky ‘4s, lead % and New York 
Central *%, percent.

NEW YORK, Juné 12.—The market im- 
proved today here partly because of the 
advance at Liverpool of 3-64d, and also on 
acccunt cf reports of continued dry weather 
in the Atlantic states. From Texas, how- 
ever, the most favorable accounts comtinue, 
while from ArkangSas, Virginia, Mississippi 
and Alabama there is information good, 
bad and indifferent. The situation, so far 
as the south is concerned, is about as fol- 
lows: The Chronicle, according to its acre- 
age replies, found an average increase of 
2.6 over last year. The bereau found from 
its sources of information 6-10 of 1 per 
cent increase as an average of the cotton 
belt. Private reports, however, wnich must 
come largely from the same cities, towns, 
villages and hamlets from whieh The 
Chronicle and bureau got their information, 
estimate anywhere from 6 to 20 per cent 
increase in acreage, varying according to 
the states, Texas taking the lead, and if 
the latter state, according to various en- 
thusiastic informants, is to make anywhere 
from 2,500,000 to 3,000,000 bales of cotton 
this year, it remains for the balance of 
the states to raise between 6,000,000 and 
7,000,000 only to realize the estimates that 
are going abroad of the total crop of next 
year, which varies anywhere from 8,500,000 
to 10,000,000 bales. We have rarely anown 
such divergence of opinion between what 
are considered official estimates and the 
figures of individuals on this very interest- 
ing subject always at this season of the 
year. In other words, a large part of the 
people of the south seem to be doing their 
utmost to give evidence to the consumers 
of cotton the world over that if they will 
simply run along from hand to mouth for 
the next five months, taking cotton out of 
the present visible supply and not antici- 
pote more than daily necessities, they will 
get all they need on a basis of about 4c 
per pound the coming season, bocause a 
nine or ten million bales crop will bring 
about, perhaps, a result that is apt 
to bring, in case it is realized, ruin to the 
south rather tnan prosperity. The critical 
period of the crop is during July and Au- 
gust, and after September an early or a 
late frost and a good or bad picking season 
enters very materially into the eventual 
outcome as to size, but mahes but very 
little difference with those who are. pre- 
dicting a tremenaous supply out of the 
coming crops, and if the cotton producer, 
either tacitly or otherwise, confirms the 
big crop estimates now current in many 
Sarts of the south, it is certain that the 
foreign and domestic spinners have no 
objection..

Good-Looking Locomotives. 


Mr. G. Lentz, in a recent address before 
a German engineering society on locomo- 
tive design, said that the German and 
other continental locomotives are modeled 
atter both English and American designs, 
with the result that a mixture of the fea- 
tures of both is found in them; the practire 
of later years, however, following rather 
more closely the lines of English builders. 
But the inside cylinders and crank-axles 
of the English engine have not found favor, 
at least not in Germany, where sharper 
curves are permitted than in England, end

A SERIOUS CHARGE 


Caused the Arrest of Mr. M. Ss H. 
King Yesterday. 


M. S. H. King, a broad-shouldered, gray- 
bearded man of fifty, was arrested by De- 
tective Ivy yesterday afternoon, charged 
with forgery to the extent of $4,500. 

King (was formerly an Atlanta man, but 
went to North Carolina a few years ago. 
He has been in Atlanta for three weeks 
past and intended to make his future home 
here, he says. 


His case is one of peculiar details. He 
savs that Mr. W. A. Brown, who makes 
the charge of forgery against him, is a 
nephew of his and has some motive in hav- 
ing him in jail. 

Yesterday afternoon Mr. Browrfi called at 
police headquarters and laid his case be- 
fore Detective Cason. He said that Mr. 
King had executed a $4,500 note to which 
his (Brown's) name had been forged. This 
paper, he said, was still in existence and 
could be produced as evidence. 

Acting Chief of Detectives Cason told 
Mr. Grown that he had no authority to ar- 
rest King without a warrant. but if such 
auther.ty was brought tu him he would 
have the arrest made. Mr. brown left and 
returned in a few minutes with a justice 
court Warrant charging King with forgery. 

Armed with this warrant Detective lvy 
was sent in search of King. He was found 
at the union depot ana placed under arrest, 
At police headquarters he was locked up on 
the charge preferred in the warrant. 
During the afternoon Mrs. King and her 
little three-year-old child called at police 
headquarters to see the prisoner. The scene 
at the cell when they met was exceedinely 
dramatic. Mrs. King was completely pros- 
trated by the shock of finding her husband 
behind the bars, and for nearly two hours 
she was physically unable to leave. 

King himself was sadly torn up by his ar- 
rest and presented a sad spectacie as he 
paced his cell. 

“I don’t want te say anything about it,” 
he said “I can’t talk intelligently of it. 
It has given me such a shock that [ am suf- 
fering from temporary aberration of the 
mind. You may say that there is no for- 
gery, though. I will make a show-ng in 
court.”’ 

From that he launched into personalities 
tenga - # prosecutor, Pat tre 
rown, and said several ve hard thin 
about him. a si 
As he said he was plainly tn no condition 
to talk about the case and ran off into ir- 
relevancies when questions were asked him. 
King was-tried and acquitted inéthe Unti- 
ted States court of the charge of violating 
the mail laws. He was charged with send- 
ing what purported to be a reg'stered pack- 
age through the mails, but which fn reality 
contained nothing. He was acquitted of 

this charge without trouble.

PROVED FRUITFUL ONLY OF SCRAPS. 


The Two Factious Tried Funny Tricks to 
Capture Districts—-Somewbat on 
the Grab-bag Order. 


Savannah, Ga., June 12.—(Special.)—The 
attempt to elect a county executive com- 
mittee by district mass meetings today re- 
Sulted in a grand fiasco. The meetings 
were called for 7 o’clock th‘s evening in 
the squares and long before that hour rowdy 
crowds had gathered in every one of the 
four districts of the city. Both sides, Rus- 
sell’s Citizens’ Clup and the Tammany Club, 
are claiming the victory tonight and each 
side is confidently asserting that all the 
actions of the other side were illegal. 

The first district meeting was unique. 
This district includes Yamacraw, the tough- 
est section of the city. The Citizens’ Club 
and Tammany started at the appointed 
hour and held separate meetings without 
ever trying to get together. Each side 
elected its ticket and declared the election 
fairly won. In the second district the Tam- 
many Club crowd was outnumbered, bolted 
the meeting and two tickets were likewise 
elected. : 

The Citizens’ Club concocted a scheme to 
carry the third district, but it didn’t ‘work. 
A few of this crowd delayed the meeting 
until the first and second distr.ct meetings 
were concluded, when their crowd came 
rushing into the third and tried to push 
things all their way. Up to this time the 
temporary chairman, Mr. Randolph An- 
jJerson, had been unable to get the atten- 
tion of the crowd. Mr. F. G. duB‘gnon was 
on the stand and was to be nominated for 
chairman by the Citizens’ Club, while Mr. 
W. G. Cann was to receive the nomination 
of Tammany, but neither got before the 
meeting. There was scrapping all around 
the stand, in which some of those on the 
stand took part. 

{t was impossible to get a motion before 
the meeting and the leaders, Messrs. An- 
derson, Cann and duBignon, agreed that 
the meeting should be adjourned. 

Dr. L. A. Falligant then addressed the 
Citizens’ Club contingent. the only faction 
remaining after adjournment, put out a4 
ticket and declared it elected. This, how- 
ever, will hardly go, as.those at the head 
of the meeting had agreed on an adjourn- 
ment. 

The meeting was one of the worst exhibi- 
tions of ruffianism and rowdyism that has 
been seen in Savannah in years. 

In the fourth district the crowd split, 
held two meetings and each side declared 
its ticket elected. Chairman Charlton, of 
the executive committee, declines to say 
anything ton’ght about what action he will 
take with regard to the meetings. 
Tammany was victorious in three of the 
four country districts.

MUST FOLD UP THEIR TENTS. 


There Have Been Nine Justices Hold- 
ing Court in Chattanooga Illegally. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., June 12.—(Special.j— 
For several years there have veen in Chat- 
tanooga a number of justices of the peace 
who were elected from the country dis- 
tricts, but came to the city to do business. 
Consequently the number of justices offices 
in this city has been very large, and in 
order to gain fees much trivial and frivolous 
prosecution has been the result. The de- 
cision made recently by the supreme court 
holds that justices cannot do business 
outside of the district for which there 
are elected. This knocks out nine justices 
in this city. The justices declare they will 
not shut up shop until compelled to and 
citizens will in a few days commence quo- 
warranto proceedings against them. The 
proceedings will be instituted by citizens 
who wish to be rid of the fee-hunting 
nuisance.

fs the ennual rainfall of Georgia de- 

ng? 

This is the question which is now causing 
the farmers of the state some alarm and 
which the weather department for the past 
few duys has been investigating. Certain 
it is that for the last four years there 
pas been a depiorable scarcity of rain dw- 

that season when it is most needed. 

In regard to precipitation, last year was 
the dryest according to authentic observa- 
tions since the weather bureau was estab- 

ed in Atianta. For the whole year the 
rainftal was less than nineteen 


: ; inches of the normal. In view of this it was 


ted that the months following would 
be unusually wet and many predicted con- 
tmued rains during the planting season. 
Such has not been the case, for instead of 
fhe predicted downpour has come a 
@grought of unprecedented length and 
pevority. 

The departure from the normal rainfall 
as shown by the observations taken at the 
weather bureau has been for Atlanta as 
follows: Deficiency for Jnuary, 1.18 inches; 
for February, 12 inches, March, 3.17; April, 
@, and May, 2.16 inches, making a total 
of 7.3 inches due now. Other sections of 
the state have not escaped. In Rome the 
total deficit is 5.65 inches, in Savannah 3.10 
and in Augusta 4.29 inches. 

From every part of the state comes up 
a wail of woe on account of the effects 
of the dry spell on cotton and al other 
craps. The report of Officer Morrill this 
week contains no hopeful words in regard 
to the condition or prospect of crops. It 

, in fact, the gloomiest. picture given by 
the department this. year and unless there 
ig @ sudden: change for the. better the 
farmers Of the state will be disappoint- 
ed at the gathering season. In examining 
the hundreds of reports from which his 
weekly summary is taken, Mr. Morrill 
noted the @ect that every one mentioned 
f# emphatic terms the need for _ rain. 
Parched gardens, scorched crops and with- 
ering cotton—this is the synopsis of his 
report. He says: 

; Crops Dying Up. 

“The drought conditions have initensi- 
fied during the past week and now there 
ig no section of Georgia where the cry 
for more rain is not heard. The effects of 
a long comtinued drought would this year 
be more severe than ordinary, because tor 
four years past the rainfail in this re- 
gion has been deficient. As a result the 
gubsoil has become dry, a tact evinced 
‘by the failure of springs, wells and creeks 
‘hitherto thought to be mever failing. When, 
therefore, tne rainfall is less than usual, 
ashas bee. the case since ihe beginning of 
the growing season, say March lst, not 
only is the surface of the ground leit dry, 
"put there are po supplies of water beiow 
to which roots can penetrate. The defici- 
-ency ot rain since tne ist of March has 
been from four to eight inches in the 
Various sections of the state. 

“In the northwest counties. the weather 
’ has been very warm and dry, and at some 
points no rain has fallen tor nerly two 
-Months. AS @ consequence everything is 
‘drying up. Even corn, which has been so

condition and will mature late with a 
smali yield. Corn is looking nice, but, with 
& continuation of dry weather for another 
week, will probably fire. Many farmers are 
piowing it over for the third time. Wheat 
and rye have been nearly all harvested 
and threshing is in progress. Gardens’are 
parched and show bunt little growth during 
the past week. Potato slips, beets and 
cabbage in many localities are almost a 
failure. .Fruit shows no indications of 
ement and will be a very poor crop. 


A Glimpse in North Georgia. 


“Inthe northeastern counties favorable 
Weather for harvesting has continued with 
but little interruption by cloudy weather 
or rain during the past week. The lack of 
Tainfall' has been discouraging to the farm- 
ers in general, as vegetation is failing fast 
and burning up under the scorching sun. 

en truck has suffered most from the 
drought. Cotton is beginning to. grow in 
low aud marshy localities, .but elsewhere 
Kis at a standstill, and, tegether with corn, 
is very much in need of rain.

An Unusual Amount of Building Is 
Going on In the City. 


BRICKMASONS HAVE THEIR HANDS FULL 


And the Carpenters Are all Employed. 
New Rooms to Be Added tothe 
Aragon—Building Notes. 


In spite of the depression which has been 
the subject of complaint all over the coun- 
try, since the present year commenced, 
there is much activity going on in Atlanta, 
and the merchants and real estate men of 
the city have much to encourage them 
when it comes to taking a spare look at the 
situation. 

It is a common saying that when Atlanta 
has the blues «here is little hope for the 
balance of the state. Atlanta, however, 
lacks much of having the blues at this sea- 
son of the year, for the carpenter has all 
he can do and the bricklayers have been 
in demand for over a month. 

Dr. Holmes’s Sanitarium. 

The handscme brick bulding, cn Cain 
street, across from the governor's mansion, 
which is being erected by Dr. Holmes tor 
the purpese of a sanitarium, will be when 
completed one of the most elegant buildings 
in the @ity. 

It is beautified by a handsome brown stone 
front, and rises, in gracetul architecture, 
to a heigh. of seventy-tive or eighty feet 
above the sidewalk. It has five stories 
and presen(s the appearance of having an 
infinite number of rooms, all of which are 
being constructed with special reference 
to the promotion of health. 

Thecosi of the g)ulding, which is complete 
in all of the detaiis of a modern sanitarium, 
as planned by the skiliful provision of the 
architect, Wiil be something in the neigh- 
borhood of $60,000. 
This enterprising citizen gives evidence 
of tnusual public spirit, and to the welfare 
of humanity, in whose service he has en- 
listed for the war, he links the material 
growth and welfare of this city. 
The ganitarium will be completed in 
about two months and will then be ready 
for occupancy. 
Dr. Flower will begin the erection of his 
Sanitarium at Angier Spring in the course 
of a few weeks and this will also be a large 
and magnificent building. 
It is thus apparent that Atlanta is rapidly 
becoming one of the most important health 
centers of the country. 
At the Norcross Corner. 

The Norcross corner tor the last’ few 
weeks has been a scene of lively bustle and 
activity. 
Brickmasons have been at work for two 
or three weeks laying the foundation of the 
building which will shortiy rise on that 
corner and will be one of the most orna- 
mental buildings in the city. 
Though only a three-story building will 
be erected for the present, provision will 
be made for acc~mmodating at least five 
stories, and these will be added by Mr. Nor- 
cross later. 
Dr. Murphey, on the corner Houston and 
Hilliard streets, is putting up a handsome 
brick building vrhich will be. quite an or- 
nament to that portion of the city. 
The new fire engine house, which has 
recently be2n completed on the Boulevard, is 
a neat, substential building, and *s con- 
structed with special reference to the fire 
system. 
In West End a number of improvements 
have been slowly taking shape and elegant 
homes are being erected at a cost of some- 
thing in the neighborhood of $55,000. 
On the corner of Park and Lee streets a 
beautiful home is being erected at a cost 
of $8,000, and another on the center of 
Gordon and Peeples at a cost of 315,000. 
Several improvements are going on in In- 
man Park. 
Among these a neat and attractive chap- 
el is being erected by the Edgewood mis- 
sion of the Central Presbyterian church. 
The chapel, when completed, will cost 
about $3,000. 
Mrs. Sheehan has commenced the erection 
of two handsome buildings on the corner of 
Pryor and Fair streets, and a number of 
homes are being erected in all parts of 
the city. 

New Rooms to Be Added. 
It is now given out as an absolute fact 
that a hundred new rooms are to be added 
to the Aragon hotel and that plans for 
making this addition to the rear of the 
building are already in the hands of the 
architect and will shortly be turned over to 
the contractor. 
This hotel is already one of the finest in 
the southern states, and with the new 
rooms added it will have a capacity equal 
to that of any hotel in this section of the 
country.
